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For, ev'ry Man which liveth inthe ſame,

Of little ſize, or elſe of larger frame, 

Some, have the Boats of their owne Life to guide, 
Some, of whole Families doe row the Barze, 
Some, govcrne petty Towneſhips too, beſide, 
(Tothoſe compar'd, which of ſmall Barkes haye charge) 
Some others, rule great Provinces , and, they 
R<ſemble Captarnes of huge Argoſes : 
Bur, when of K:1gdomes, any gayne the Sway, 
To Generalls of Fleeis, we liken theſe. 

Each hath his proper Cosrſero him 2fſign'd, 
His Card, his Compaſſe, his duc Tacklings, too ; 
And, if their Bui.n: ſe, as they ought, they mind, 
They may accompliſh all they have to doe. 
But, moſt Men leave the Care of their owne Conſe, 
Tojudge or follow others, in their wayes ; 
And, when their Follies make their Fortunes worſe, 
They curſe the Deſtiny, which they ſhould prayfe. 
For, Waves, and Windes, and that oft-changing Weather 
Which many blame, as cauſe of all their Loſſes, 
(Though they obſerve it not) helpes bring together 
Thoſe Hopes, which their owne W:ſ-dome, often crofles. 
Regard not, therefore much, what thoſe things be, 
Which come, without thy fault, ro thwart thy Way ; 
Nor, how, Raſh- Lookers-0n will cenſure thce ; 
" Bur, f.ithfully, to doc thy part, aſſay:
